Act As Prime Minister Until 
After Funeral; Cabinet Will 
Resign

Tckio — Premier Tomosaburo Kato 


died Thursday afternoon 
apparently 


from a complication of maladies that 
weakened his heart beyond repair. 


Admiral Baron Kato was born in 


1S59 
and had a distinguished career 


in the naval, administrative, and dip- 
lomatic circles before he was elevated 
to the premiership last year. 


While the report was current early 


Thursday afternoon that the Japanese 
premier had died at 1:20 P. -M. official 
confirmation was withheld until short- 
ly before 3 o'clock. The exact cause 
of death was not announced but the 
Japanese press, with some show of au- 
thority, has been .stating that Baron 
Kato was suffering from cancer. The 
attending physicians reported stom- 
ach trouble and hemorrhoids and is- 
sued reassuring bulletins to the last, 
even that of noon Thursday,. saying: 
that his condition had grown worse 
since midnight with some signs of ex- 
haustion. It was added, though that 
little improvement had been, shown 
since midnight and the patient's heart 
was causing'anxiety. 


Later the cabinet, which was con- 


sidering British proposals for a new- 
railway guard, in China, received an 
urgent message. It was 'said that ox- 
ygen had been administered but that 
the_ premier •was In a comatose, s'tate 
and', death was expected momentarily.

THE FRENCH DEBT 


France owes the United States a debt 


of approximately -$2.600.000,000. and 
to England a debt of'approximately §2.- 
400.000.000. the*total for both debts 
coming thus to something over five bil- 
lions. 


Of Ihe 82.600.000.000 owed the 


"United States. §1.027.427.800 is for ad- 
vances from the United States treasury 
rot during the war, but after the armis- 
tice. 


This SI.027.427.800 had nothing 


whatever to do with the "common cause" 
of the war alliance, for the last battle had 
been fought. 
It was in th<^ form of cre- 


dits for the purchase by France of tre- 
mendous supplies of American foodstuffs 
and peace materials. 
It went, not into 


the winning of the struggle for civiliza- 
tion but into French reconstruction. It 
is not properly a ''war debt" but a re- 
lief debt. 


Just a year ago. on August 17. 1922. 


Mr. Parraentier of the French treasury, 
after prolonged negotiations with our 
commission for the funding of the 62.- 
600.000.000. announced that he had 
just received a cable from his govern- 
ment advising him to come home and dis- 
cuss with them the progress of his dis- 
cussions. He never came back. Premier 
Poincare. however, is reported to be plan- 
ning a uew French financial mission to 
the United States, the principal task of 
"which will be to win over American 
opinion by recognizing the French debt 
and making tentative provisions for pay- 
ing it. but leaving these provisions depen- 
dent upon German reparations. 


Americans know that Great Britain is 


"much worse off in after-war conditions, 
and paying for heavier taxes than 
France, but that the British have funded 
their debt to us without any reference to 
.reparation?, and are paying it. 
A large 


.percentage of them also believe that the 
French policy of military occupation and 
refusal to join in a commission to set Ger- 
many paying capacity is putting off in- 
definitely the fulfillment of reparations, 
so that the "moratorium" France is re- 
ported to be asking, conditional upon an 
income from Germany, is sure to be ~ery 
elastic. 


Jf it is France's purpose to link the 


American debt with German reparations 
that our cupidity will ally us with her 
in the Kuhr venture, she will not suc- 
ceed. But if she funds her debt without 
strings 10 it. as Britain did. she will vastly 
increase the respect in which her govera- 
•ment is held by the American people.

with the distant parts of the empire is { 
about to become a reality. 
The plans 


submitted must have been of a highly 
practical character in order to secure tho 
adhesion of the British cabinet. Private 
initiative and ownership, are at the base 
of the idea, but the government will grant 
the handsome subsidy of 400.000 pounds 
at the outset, to be increased when a bi- 
weekly service has been successfully op- 
erated for three months.

travel—will be dirigibles larger than any 
hitherto constructed, capable of develop- 
ing a high rate of speed and having an 
exceptionally long cruising radius.

Egypt will be speeded up four days, the 
trip to India 3 fornight and that to Aus- 
tralia nearly three weeks, so that the en- 
tire Pa-.^fic dominion will be brought -with- 
in ten days from the heart of the em- 
pire. It; is this rapidity of transit that is 
especially relied on to make the imperial 
airship service a commercial success. 


In return for its subsidy the cabinet 


Las stipulated with the company for cer- 
tain rights and privileges, such as the • 
conveyance of officers and men to India 
by air and the use of the stations enroute 
without payment. 
The most significant 


reservation is. however, that by which, in 
case of war. the government is entitled 
to take ever the whole fleet for offensive 
and defensive purposes against the enemy 
nation or naiions.

Treasury Agent Declares Coun- 


ty Fairs Are a "Public 


"Disgrace" 


C. B. Ballard. former chairman of 


the town of Grand Chute, now state 
treasury agent, has stirred up a hor- 
nets' nest by declaring that county 
fairs, as they are operated now. are 
a public disgrace and not fulfilling the 
ideals which prompted their organ- 
ization. 


This declaration was made In an 


Interview in which Mr. Ballard cen- 
sured county fair, officials for not co- 
operating with hiin in collecting fees 
from concessionaires. He also said 
that "unlicensed gambling" is preva- 
lent in affairs and ann announced his 
intention of carrying on a campaign 
against hawkers a;id venders of all 
sorts at fairs. 
Ballard contends that county fair 


officials are making it as difficult for 
him as possible, combatting his every 
attempt to stop gambling and to en- 
force the laws in regard to the licens- 
ing of peddlers anrt venders. 
It is 


not necessary for residents of the 
county in which the fair is located to 
take out licenses. Ballard explained, 
but all ethers must produce licenses 
varying In price from $30 to S75. 
PUBLIC DISGRACE 


"County fairs are a public disgrace 


now a days." Ballard said. 
"They 


have supplanted the agricultural and 
manufacturing exhibits with a cheap 
class of entertainment and all forms 
of low vice—particularly gambling. 
The idea of the county fair is to pro- 
vide an-exposition of agricultural- and 
manufactured 
products.

today are not fulfilling tha't ideal." 


Only about 200 applications for 11 


censes have been received, the state 
treasury agent said. About twice this 
number are operating various kinds 
of concession on the fair grounds just 
swinging into action. 


"County fair officials desire to get 


all the money that they possibly can 
from these fairs. That 5s why they 
do all they can to prevent my very 
modest license fee for the treasury 
office. 
They are afraid that somo of 


the concessions will be driven out by 
this fee. 


The first reply to- Ballard's charges 


came from T. C. Brown, secretary of 
the Winnebago-co fair, who said Bal 
lard is slandering the fairs by his 
statements.

when th'i attorney general -and the 
state Supreme court rule that the 
state shall collect fees from conces- 
sionaires the fair associations will co- 
operate in collecting these fees but 
no such ruling has been made and 
the state treasury agent's statements 
are characterized as propaganda.

common barberries are growing are 
asked to notify the government agents 
ftt 658 Meade-st. They also desire in- 
formation of the location of bushes de- 
stroyed by the owners without notice 
having been given to the authorities. 
These locations then are 
noted on 


maps so that these places may be vis- 
ited In resurvcys undertaken to check 
up on sprouts and seedlings or to dis- 
cover the source of any rust that may 
appear in years to come. It is the in- 
tention to keep, at the state agricul- 
tural college, a complete record of ev- 
ery property in the state-on which a 
common barberry bush ever grew. 


The state law provides for the pun- 


ishment of persons who refuse to re- 
move their bushes when notified to do 
so. The law also gives authority for 
the removal of the bushes at public 
expense, 'with the ^cost charged back 
to tho property on whicn they were 
found. The government scouts, how- 
ever, announce that they have no in- 
tention of invoking 
the law. They 


believe that persons who have bushes 
will gladly destroy them as a means 
of preventing black stem rust, which 
does millions of dollars worth of dam- 
age annually to the cereal crops of the 
spring wheat states.
